PAN=AMERICAN  EXPOSITION. 


Jt  is  said  that  it  would  take  9,000  hours  to  see  the  sights  at 
the  Paris  Exposition.  Allowing  eight  hours  a day  for  sight-seeing 
it  would  take  somewhat  more  than  three  years  to  take  in  the  whole 
of  this  tremendous  show.  The  Pan-American  Exposition  at 
Buffalo  during  the  season  of  1901  will  excel  the  Paris  Exposition 
in  four  particulars;  in  the  electrical  effects,  in  the  horticultural  and 
floral  embellishments,  in  the  hydraulic  and  fountain  effects,  and  in 
the  court  settings.  But  in  the  matter  of  exhibits  the  aim  of  the 
superintendents  of  divisions  is  directed  to  securing  representative 
displays  in  all  lines,  and  to  avoid,  as  much  as  possible,  duplication 
in  the  various  sections.  Each  exhibitor  is  urged  to  select  special 
things  from  his  line  of  products  in  order  that  the  Exposition  may 
place  before  the  world  all  that  is  newest  in  machinery,  implements 
and  merchandise  in  general.  The  Exposition  will  be  distinctive 
in  its  up-to-date  character.  In  the  classification  of  exhibits  they 
have  been  arranged  in  some  fifteen  or  more  groups.  These  are: 
electricity  and  electrical  appliances,  fine  arts,  graphic  arts,  liberal 
arts,  ethnology,  agriculture,  horticulture,  live  stock,  forestry,  fish- 
eries, mines,  machinery,  manufactures,  transportation,  and  special 
exhibits  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippine 
Islands.  Important  sub-divisions  of  this  classification  are,  educa- 
tion, sanitation  and  hygiene,  agricultural  machinery,  ordnance, 
dairying,  and  others.  All  the  principal  countries  of  Central  and 
South  America  and  the  West  India  Islands  have  expressed  their 
intention  to  make  adequate  displavs  of  their  many  interesting  pro- 
ducts, and  the  principal  States  of  the  Union  will  be  on  hand  with 
large  exhibits  showing  their  natural  resources  and  manufactured 
products  of  all  kinds. 

One  of  the  leading  purposes  of  the  Exposition  is  to  promote 
closer  relations  among  all  the  republics  of  the  Western  Hemisphere 
in  order  that  trade  and  commerce  may  be  given  a new  impetus  by 
reason  of  a better  knowledge  of  the  markets  of  all  the  countries. 

For  the  Pan-American  Exposition  a plot,  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  City  of  Buffalo,  comprising  some  350  acres,  has  been  set 
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apart.  Of  this  plot  about  133  acres  are  the  improved  lands  of 
Delaware  Park.  There  are  some  twenty  or  more  large  buildings 
in  the  Exposition  group,  giving  many  acres  of  floor  space  for  the 
magnificent  collection  of  exhibits  representing  all  the  arts  and 
sciences.  The  United  States  Government  has  appropriated 
$ 500,000  for  the  Exposition  and  is  building  a group  of  three 
great  structures  in  which  to  display  exhibits  from  all  government 
departments.  Two  buildings  of  a permanent  character  will  be 
constructed.  One  of  these,  the  New  York  State  building,  costing 
about  $150,000,  will  become  the  property  of  the  Buffalo  Histori- 
cal Society.  It  is  to  be  built  of  marble  and  terra  cotta,  and  will 
resemble  a Greek  temple.  It  will  stand  within  the  park  lands 
overlooking  the  North  Bay  to  the  south.  Mr.  }.  J.  Albright  of 
Buffalo  is  building  for  the  Exposition  and  for  his  fellow  citizens  an 
art  gallery  of  white  marble,  costing  upwards  of  $350,000.  This 
will  be  given  into  the  custody  of  the  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy 
after  the  Exposition,  and  will  become  the  permanent  home  of 
Buffalo’s  art  collections.  This  also  is  in  the  style  of  a Greek  tem- 
ple and  is  richly  adorned  with  pillars  and  other  architectural  fea- 
tures. 

On  account  of  having  near  at  hand  unlimited  power  developed 
at  Niagara  Falls  it  was  early  decided  to  employ  electricity  in  mak- 
ing the  most  elaborate  and  wonderful  displays  ever  undertaken  in 
any  country.  The  Pan-American  Exposition  will  therefore  far 
excel  in  electric  splendor  all  previous  achievements  in  this  direction. 
The  court  settings,  the  hydraulic  and  fountain  displays  and  the 
horticultural  features  will  combine  with  the  electric  brilliancy  to 
accentuate  the  splendor  of  this  enterprise.  The  displays  will  be 
principally  at  night  in  the  Court  of  Fountains,  the  Plaza,  and  the 
Esplanade.  It  may  also  be  added  that  in  original  sculpture  this 
Exposition  will  take  first  place,  having  about  125  magnificent 
groups  specially  designed  and  executed  by  the  leading  sculptors  of 
America. 

More  than  200,000  electric  lights  and  more  than  5,000  horse 
power  from  Niagara  Falls  will  be  employed  in  producing  the  won- 
derful illumination  of  the  Exposition.  The  centerpiece  of  this  un- 


rivaled  picture  will  be  the  Electric  Tower,  375  feet  in  height,  of 
rich  and  beautiful  design.  Upon  this  grand  undertaking,  having 
such  a variety  of  picturesque  features,  many  of  the  brightest  minds 
of  America  are  now  engaged,  and  no  language  can  exaggerate  the 
glory  of  the  completed  picture. 

The  Midway  attractions  of  the  Exposition  will  exceed  in  variety 
and  interest  any  collection  of  this  character  ever  brought  together. 


It  will  include  many  new  and  daring  enterprises,  making  a fantas- 
tic and  charming  array.  The  Midway  will  have  about  one  and  a 
half  miles  of  frontage,  the  entire  distance  crowded  with  a variety  of 
entertaining  novelties  gathered  from  all  corners  of  the  earth.  About 
$2,500,000  will  be  expended  upon  the  Midway  alone,  and  upon 
the  Exposition  proper  between  $5,000,000  and  $6,000,000  will 
be  expended  before  the  gates  are  opened  on  Mav  1,  1901.

BUFFALO. 


The  City  of  Buffalo  is  one  of  the  great  cities  of  the  United 
States.  Ets  commercial  importance  and  growth  became  prominent 
within  this  generation,  and  we  can  almost  say,  within  the  past 
decade.  Its  shipping  interests  are  immense,  and  growing  annually, 
but  the  possibility  of  its  becoming  the  greatest  manufacturing  center 
of  the  world  dawned  upon  its  people  at  the  birth  of  the  great  power 
plant  at  Niagara  Falls,  and  the  assurance  of  this  fact  was  demon- 
strated when  that  great  enterprise  became  an  assured  success. 
Since  that  time  the  cities  of  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  have  made 
wonderful  progress,  and  are  constantly  growing  towards  each 
other ; and  this,  too,  in  the  face  of  great  financial  depression, 
which  we  are  obliged  to  confess,  very  much  retarded  their  growth. 
But  the  open  spaces  existing  between  the  Tonawandas,  north  to 
Niagara  Falls  and  south  towards  Buffalo,  are  gradually  being  taken 
up  with  the  view  of  erecting  great  plants  for  manufacturing  enter- 
prises, and  homes  for  the  artisans  and  laborers  they  employ.  Some 
day,  not  many  generations  hence,  this  Niagara  region,  extending 
from  Lake  Erie  to  Lake  Ontario,  will  become  one  great  city,  con- 
taining millions  of  people  and  thousands  of  manufactories  which 
will  derive  their  heat  and  power  from  electricity  generated  at  the 
wonderful  plants  at  Niagara  Falls.  But  it  is  in  its  beauty  as  a place 
of  residence  that  its  citizens  take  the  most  pleasure.  We  know  of 
no  city  anywhere  having  so  many  handsome  residence  streets,  most 
of  them  shaded  by  lofty  forest  shade  trees  and  paved  with  the  soft 
and  quiet  asphalt  pavement ; of  this  they  have  more  miles  than  any 
city  in  the  world. 

Its  people  are  not  obliged  to  go  to  the  mountains,  the  seaside 
nor  to  lake  resorts  during  the  summer  season,  because  the  refreshing 
breezes  from  Lake  Erie  are  cool  and  almost  constant.  Many  do 
go,  however,  for  a change  and  recreation,  but  they  almost  invariably 
acknowledge  that  they  are  more  comfortable  at  home  in  Buffalo.

W hat  we  have  already  said  of  Buffalo  as  to  its  future  as  a great 
manufacturing  citv,  also  applies  to  Niagara  Falls ; as  the  territory 
of  both  cities,  and  far  beyond  their  limit,  is  to  be  covered  by  this 
great  “ Bee  Hive  ” of  industry  ; and  it  is  sure  to  become  a reality 
before  this  century  has  passed  its  half-way  post. 

The  people  of  Buffalo  may  desire  to  call  it  “ Greater  Buffalo,” 
but  the  citizens  of  this  growing  wonder  will  long  contend  for 
“Great  Niagara”  as  the  more  appropriate  name  for  the  industrial 
center  built  upon  the  banks  of  the  river  of  that  name,  and  made 
possible  through  the  intelligent  use  of  the  great  power  of  electricitv, 
gathered  by  the  mighty  strength  of  the  cataract  bearing  the  name 
of  Niagara.  Which  shall  it  be?  Let  the  future  generation  decide.
